And then, of course, I had a dog. 
Every boy must have a dog. I 
have always had a good dog, 
haven’t I, Suds?” And he pinched 
off another piece of mackerel for 
Suds. 

“I made my first crop in 1869. 
I picked and ginned nine bales of 
cotton that year. The next year I 
clerked in a general store, owned 


I saved enough money to come to 
Atlanta in 1871 and take a busi- 
ness course at Moore’s Business 
College, located at the corner of 
Alabama and Broad streets. In 
1872 I secured a job as agent for 
the Georgia Railroad at Social 
Circle. 

“In 1877, I went out to Granada, 
Miss., and was in business there 
with my older brother. There I 
encountered the yellow fever peril 
which swept that part of the coun- 
try. I returned to Conyers and 
was bookkeeper ‘in a mercantile 
establishment for some years.” 


To Atlanta in 1885. 

Mr. McCord came to Atlanta in 
1885, traveling as a salesman for 
a year, and in 1886 entered the 
wholesale grocery business as one 
of the partners in the McCord- 
Stewart Company, which institu- 
tion has continued in business 
throughout these 54 years. He is 
now the chairman of the board of 
this historic company. 

He was married to Miss Ella 
Whaley, of Warrenton, in 1882. The 
McCords have four sons, one a 
doctor and professor in Emory 
University medical school, another 
son who is a professor at Emory, 
and two who are business men. 
Mr. McCord has served in every 
public movement for the upbuild- 
ing of Atlanta. He was one of the 
organizers of the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau, has co-operated with the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce in 
numerous movements for the ex- 
pansion of the city’s cultural and 
industrial life. Always deeply in- 
terested in helping the under- 
privileged, he has given time and 
money to many benevolent and 
charitable agencies. 

He has worked zealously in 
strengthening the educational in- 
stitutions of the city and state, 
particularly Emory University. A 
lifelong friend of Bishop Warren 
A. Candler, he aided the bishop 
and his brother in the notable 
growth of Emory, both at Oxford 
and in Atlanta. 

Joined Church in ’68. 

Uniting with the Methodist 
church in 1868, Mr. McCord has 
been an active churchman 
throughout his long life. He served 
for more than 30 years as a mem- 
ber and treasurer of the North 
Georgia Methodist Mission Board. 

His leadership in rehabilitating 
Salem Camp Ground in Newton 
county has been the crowning 
work of his life as a religious 
leader. But he is no narrow sec- 
tarian. He has lent his sympa- 
thetic and generous aid to other 
denominations in all forward 
movements in the religious life of 
the state. 

Mr. McCord takes pride in the 
fact that he has voted the Demo- 
cratic ticket for 65 years without 
an exception. He cast his first 
presidential vote for Samuel J. 
Tilden in 1876. He cast his first 
gubernatorial vote for James M. 
Smith the same year.

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Democrats in Congress 

Following the overwhelming re-election of 
President Roosevelt it is gratifying to learn 
that Democrats retain control of both house 
and senate in the congress. 

In the house the elections show a net gain 
of eight seats for the Democrats, giving the ad- 
ministration party a safe working majority of 
264, which is 46 more than a majority. 

In the senate, although the Republicans 
gained four seats here, the Democrats still hold 
decisive control with 66 to the Republicans 28. 
One ‘or two still undecided races might make 
@ change in these figures for e}ther house, but 
far from sufficient to affect the general sit- 
uation. 

This is gratifying, in that it indicates strong 
probability of close co-operation between the 
President and the congress during the trying 
days ahead. It is important, in view of world 
‘conditions, that the picture of a united America 
‘be offered to the world, a picture which would 
‘be impossible if the administration policies 
‘were constantly meeting political opposition 
and defeat in a congress composed of opposi- 
tion party members. 

There will, of course, be some delay in both 

_ houses on any important measures. The mi- 
cay can always consume valuable time in 
fruitless debate and any hope that the emer- 
‘gency conditions facing the nation will induce 
“some of the political-minded orators of either 
house to curtail their speech-making is futile. 
But, with safe majorities in both houses, it 
may be reasonably expected that the adminis- 
tration program for national defense, for 
greater aid to Britain and for progress in 
‘social reforms will in due time receive the ap- 
‘probation of the nation’s law makers. 

There is no more tragic spectacle under the 
democratic system than that of a President, 
seeking to act for the welfare of the nation, 
being constantly hamstrung by a congress 
dominated by the opposition party and which 
takes unthinking delight in defeating all his 
moves, for no. other reason than the making 
of political capital.

AFTER THE ELECTION? WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Now 


that the result is known, the most 
important fact about the election is that the victors regard it, rightly 
or wrongly, as “a vote of confidence.”. The phrase was used by the 
President in his final appeal for support. It was heard again and 
again among the groups of subordinate New Dealers who gathered 
to listen to the returns and rejoice. And yesterday it was in the 
mouths of most of the higher and more influential administration 
leaders coming back to Washington from Hyde Park and elsewhere. 

To be more specific, the President.and the men around him con- 
sider their victory as a vote of confidence in their management of 
foreign policy and national defense. They are convinced it is a 
mandate for even stronger and bolder participation in world af- 
fairs, and for a greatly intensified defense effort. 

Their reasoning is fairly simple., They say that, although Wen- 
dell Willkie made it plain he believed in the present American 
foreign policy and in a great defense effort, the big issue was clearly 
drawn by his yielding to isolationist pressure to denounce the Presi- 
dent-as a “warmonger.” They. point out that whether or no he 
wanted it, Willkie unquestionably received the support of all ap- 
peasement-minded and isolation-minded groups. Thus, despite the 
willingness of most of them to agree privately that Willkie himself 
is no appeaser, they see the election, first and foremost, as a de- 
feat for appeasement and all that it implies. It is, therefore, a good 


production will soon be put on a basis of total emergency. 


BIG QUESTION The question remains, how will these things 

be done? After the triumph of 1936, the 
President and a good many of his henchmen succumbed to a serious 
attgck of political follies of grandeur. Will history repeat itself? 
Will the President conduct foreign policy so imperiously that the 
senate will rebel? Will the New Dealers be encouraged to try to 
“take over” the defense effort, in defiance of the wishes of the 
businessmen so intimately involved in it? The answer is difficult 
to give. 

On the one hand, it seems impractical to look for any such 
gesture of national unity as an offer to Wendell Willkie of an im- 
portant place in the administration. Until Willkie’s speéch last 
night and statement this morning, asserting he would carry on his 
fight, it seemed possible that the Pregident’s love of the dramatic 
might induce him to try the gesture’s effect. But if men extremely 
close to the President do not misreflect their chief, he must have 
sharply resented Willkie’s apparent refusal to consider the campaign 
over when the votes had been counted. A group of businessmen 
friendly to Willkie lunched with representatives of the New Deal 
in New York today, to urge the wisdom of taking Willkie in. Pres- 
sure along this line may well develop further, but if any anti- 
Rooseveltians are given office to strengthen the administration “na- 


tional” character, it seems most unlikely that Willkie himself will 
be among them. 


On the other hand, while it appears foolish to hope for a gen- 
eral political love feast, the signs are far from unfavorable to 
moderation in administration policy.» Among the very young and 
callow New Dealers, one hears occasional exultations over the 
chance to “show the President’s enemies where they get off.” But 
so far all the really influential men, from the most radical to the 
most conservative, appear to be sobered by the experience of vic- 
tory for the third time. On the whole, the chances are that, instead 
of being abruptly liquidated after the voting, the new co-operation 
between government and business, symbolized by the membership 
of the defense commission, will be improved and extended. 


TOWARD NATIONAL UNITY The immediate reaction of the

summed up by the President’s capable secretary, Missy LeHand.

day at noon they dedica the bridge 
at Tallulah Falls. It crosses that breathataking pars between 
the oldest stones on earth. It is the only bridge of its kind east 
of the Rocky mountains. Travelers will stop on it and look at the 
rock and the gorge and wonder at it. 

Geologists, who pick-lock the stories of the centuries from rocks 
and stones, have been here and searched and made notes. They 
have found the bed of an old river, unused for centuries. But it 
is there. Once a river flowed in it. It helps tell a story. 

Back up behind Burton, Ga., they found where once a great 
glacier lay, its miles of ice and snow glittering in the suns, its 
edges diminished with the years. This was so many centuries ago 
that the mind of man cannot imagine them. 

‘There is a measure. As that ice and snow melted with the years, 
water flowed from it. The melting waters of that glacier met other 
waters. They began to cut a new bed. So began Tallulah gorge. 
Slowly, slowly through so many years that to the mind they would 
seem like eternity itself, the water cut its way down and through 
the rocks. It still is cutting today. And when another lapse of 
years as long as the space between the glacier and the present day 
shall have come and gone, the gorge will be deeper by twice un- 
less man’s engineering shall have stopped it. 

But how long ago was it? No one can say for sure. There is, 
as I said, a measure. The geologists know that the rock formation 
of this section of Georgia is as old a rock formation as there is on 
earth. And they say that Tallulah gorge and falls were here before, 
even, the land where now is cut the Grand Canyon, emerged from 
the sea or the waters receded from that land. When the Colorado 
river, ndémeless then, began to cut the Grand Canyon, the Tallulah 
river gorge was here for whatever peoples that then inhabited 
north Georgia to see and to fear.

The dedication was a symbol. Her name was put here today to 
honor her and through her every mother who has sought to give to 
her child opportunity and advancement. Here was honored every 
organization of women, great and small, the federated clubs of the 
state and others, which have built in their communities bridges of 
opportunity for the young people who need encouragement and 
help to get a foothold on life’s path. Here was honored all women 
who have worked to make for a better life for children who lack 
opportunity. 

Here was honored not merely the Tallulah Falls school, that 
great institution which is a light in the mountains for mountain boys 
and girls, but also every school in the mountains which gives an 
opportunity to boys an@ girls who have not the money for an 
education. . 

So, I think, it was most fitting that the name of this great woman, 
Passie Fenton Ottley, should be placed on a bridge. She and others 
like her; she and the Federation of Women’s Clubs, which is carry- 
ing out her ambitions and sustaining her ideals, have built many 
symbolic bridges to make easier the path others must travel after 
them. And they will build many more as long as the vision lasts. 
And it will last.

One of the ancient heroes left his plow in the field to lead 
his country in time of peril, and then, having finished this public 
chore to everybody’s satisfaction, returned as a matter of course 
to his plowing. 

Freedom had not yet developed snobbery. 

Even in our time, the miracle workers called scientists are 
universally revered despite their jack-of-all-trades ability to make 
with their own hands any machine or gadget required by their 
experimentation. 

But hand workers as a class are socially taboo. And snobbery 
has so corrupted our thinking that we no longer are capable of 
judging values sensibly. 

As in the time of our fathers it was taken for granted that a 
girl taught school because she was too homely to catch a husband, 
so now it is taken for granted that manual training is provided 
for those who have a limited capacity for book-learning and there- 
fore cannot hope to become professional men or other white-col- 
lared pillars of society. 

Perhaps this was inevitable, for rules are made by those who 
are on top and they naturally makes rules to favor themselves. 
But the whole business is wrong @nd dangerous and wicked, for it 
teaches snobbery and class feeling and invites the kind of strife 
that paves the way for revolution and conquest. 

With exception of religion, nothing else has caused as much 
hate and bloodshed as the silly boast: “I’m better than. you are.” 

The sad part of it is that the fellow who is being insulted 
believes it himself. Tell him that his callous-making job is just as 
respectable as any other and he will growl: “Baloney!” , 

Something must be done about it. Somehow the whole snobbish 
idea must be rooted out and destroyed. With the professions over- 
crowded, our schools are shelling out thousands of smart youngsters 
who must find some other kind of employment or live at public 
expense. 

Apparently we must change our ideas or force these youngsters 
to live in bitter resentment and shame. And the sane thing, of 
course, would be to change our ideas. ; 

Edison and Ford and Chrysler worked with their hands, and 
they didn’t disgrace the family. 

The important thing is to be able to do some useful thing with 
consummate skill. Any man who can do that deserves the respect 
of mankind.

Browning requires 390 degrees 
F. and 1 to 1 1-2 minutes for each 
basket. Unless a large quantity is 
being served, half of the blanched 
potatoes may be browned at one 
time, since they do not lower the 
temperature of the shortening as 
do the raw potatoes. Fry in hot 
shortening only until crisp and 
brown, drain on absorbent paper, 
sprinkle with salt and serve imme- 
diately. 

This division of work means 
that potatoes may be blanched 
hours ahead of the meal and fin- 
ished just before serving time, 
when they appear magically, 
tempting brown and piping hot. 

For shoe string potatoes, cut in 
Iong narrow strips, 2 1-2x1-4 
inches, and fry in the same way. 

One advantage of the blanching 
method is that it assures uniform 
cooking. Potatoes often are limp, 
instead of dry and crisp, because 
the shortening is too hot. When 
that happens, the potatoes brown 
quickly on the surface before they 
the

moist and soggy. Salt may soft@ 


potatoes. Do not season until 
ready to serve. 

One of the questions most often 
asked is: 

“Why do potatoes stick together 
during frying?” Here is the an- 
swer: when they are not soaked 
sufficiently long, the starch on the 
surface froms a paste which holds 
together any slices that touch each 
other. Last-minute soaking is not 
enough. When an extra large 
quantity is being prepared, the 
water in which they are soaked 
should be changed at least twice, 

Grease-soaked potatoes may bé 
caused by low-frying tempera- 
tures, or shortening which has not 
received friendly treatment. Con- 
stant overheating is a frequent 
cause of trouble. Lack of strain- 
ing is a second fault. 

It is true that a pure shortening 
ean be used again and again for 
French-frying, but it should not 
be stored full of food particles. 
After frying, put it aside to partly 
cool, then strain it through sev-

MY DAY: Confidence 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 

HYDE PARK.—yYesterday afternoon went quietly on its way. 
Some of us took a walk and returned to the big house for tea, 
where we found Johnny and Anna and their little dachshund, 
“Percy,” had arrived from Boston. I think what 
I enjoy most about these “historic” occasions 
is that they bring together what family there is 
within reach, and we sometimes hear by tele- 
phone, at least, the voices of the rest of the 
family. 

Quite a large group came to a picnic supper 
at the cottage, but by 9 o’clock we were back 
at the big house. We sat around radios in the 
different rooms and received news from the 
news services and from the’various people who 
telephoned to the President. 

About midnight a larger crowd than usual 
came from Hyde Park with a band and torches 
and wonderful placards. The President went out to greet them. 
Later he had'‘to go out a second time, because all the cars had not 
arrived soon enough for everyone to have a glimpse of him the 
first time. 

Late in the night, John Boettiger called from Seattle, Wash. We 
talked with him and with Anna, and afterwards with James and 
Elliott. Anna told me that our eldest grandchildren had been so 
concerned that they had decided to prepare them in case of de- 
feat, but the children looked so dejected that nobody was happy 
until they heard that the verdict was victory. 

The returns seem to indicate a vote of real confidence, which 
must mean that the people of the nation approve of the domestic 
policies as well as the course charted in our foreign relations.
